F r n c i F a l l s , Minn., Special Telegram, 
May 21.—The Goheen murder trial begun 
last night continued alt day to-day. The 
ca«e for the state is not yet finished. The 
number of witnesses already examined ii 
upward of a score, and ten or fifteen are 
yet to testily. 
It is likely that tho su e will 
go to the jury to-morrow night; certainly 
not later than Thursday. 
The case lor the state was opened by proof 
of the crime from the coroner and other 
officials. Goheen’a con.lect ion with it was 
sought to be established by a number of 
witnesses. One saw him running toward 
Rosa Bray’s room the night of the murder, 
and described his clothing. Another testi­ 
fied that Miss Bray left her house at 7 
o’clock to meet a party, bv which word 
they always referred to Goheen. Others 
saw two j»erson9 together an bour or so 
later, who resembled Goheen and Miss 
Bray near the spot where the body was 
lound. Others heard shots bred, and soon 
alter saw- a man running in appearance 
much like the prisoner. 
Nolle of these identified Goheen jositive- 
ly as the man, but described his clothing 
and appearance, which tallied exactly with 
ttiat of Goheen himself as seen on the iatal 
night. Others (rom the east side of the 
county testified to Goheen's appearance 
there three or four days after the (late of the 
murder, and that lie was restless and un­ 
easy. 
At one place he inquired for a cur­ 
rent copy of the Fergus Falls journal, and. 
aller reading un account ol the finding of 
tilt* woman frozen to death, he heaved a 
great sigh and went away without looking 
at anything else in the jtuj>er. 
A sensational piece of evidence was that 
of one bowmaster, a former fellow convict 
of Goheen in the Stillwater penitentiary, 
who testified to a conversation with Go­ 
heen in jail since the murder, in which 
Goheen s-aid that he was out walking with 
the girl one night and they were caught in 
a 
compromising situation. 
Bowmaster 
said: "They can’t do anything to you for 
that." 
"Yes.’’ said Goheen. "but the girl 
was killed the same night.” 
When Bow- 
tmister gave this evidence Goheen. who had 
been quiet and impassive since the begin­ 
ning of the trial, jumped up in great agita­ 
tion, and. snaking hi* list in Bowmaster s 
direction, shouted out furiously: “ You are 
a lying cur, Bowmaster.’’ Bowmaster also 
testified that he asked Goheen it he killed 
t he girl and Goheen looked around to see if 
the jailer was looking, and then said noth­ 
ing hut winked his eye. 
'I he officer w ho arrested Goheen also gave 
damaging testimony iii regard to cartridges 
w hich Goheen tried to hide when searched, 
which were the same caliber as those found 
in the girl’s body.

Just as the 
train was passing Holmes Point, midway 
between T am town aud Irvington, a spark- 
from Hie locomotive ignited the coil of 
roj<e. The moving train tanned the (lames, 
and before the italians realized their dan­ 
ger one of the packages of dynamite ex­ 
ploded. 
William Brannigan, the engineer of the 
derrick train, happened to he 15u yards 
from the train ut the time, 
lie tells the 
follow ing story: 
WIk-h tt»e coil of rope set fin* to the first pack­ 
age of dynamite one of tin- atren seeing it on lire 
sprang oft tile fiat car. lie tell lunier the wheels 
auld was kilted. The next annuent there hun a 
manhunt anise, a dense cloud <>t smoke, and a 
fil ing maw shot up into tile air. ltefote the ex 
plosion some of tile Italians inn! tumbled oft, 
and a tew save*] their lives by so doing. I he 
train had just about come to a stop. 
George Hecker, the engineer of the train, 
was cut on tile head. .So was Fireman 
Leonard Fain. Fain also had three or tour 
rills broken. John Smith, brakeman, Was 
killed. John Connor*, tho conductor, was 
badly injured. Jim m ie Morrison, a boy 
employed in carrying jiowder, was also 
killed. John McCarthy, the timekeeper, 
was killed. The others 
killed were all 
Italians. The names of the Italian* are 
not known. They are known only by 
numbers. Twenty-live men are injured. 
'I wo bodies have been taken out ut the 
river. Nobody knows flow many more re­ 
main there. The two Italians who were 
not killed by the explosion were so badly 
frightened that they ran to tile river wail 
and jumped Bito the river. They have not 
been seen since. 
As to tlie number of men on the train ac­ 
counts differ. Boule say there were fifty- 
three. The lowest estimate places the num­ 
ber at over lofty. Huston, tile boss, thinks 
there were ove* forty, and as a matter of 
tact the number of those blown either to 
atoms or into the river is to a certain ex­ 
tent a matter ct speculation. 
The train was torn to atoms, the railway 
tracks ripi>ed from their beds aud a great 
hole dug out of the earth. 
Three of the Italians died in the Tarry­

th e w ater o u t of th e funnel. 
It did 
nothing of th e kind. 
On th e c o ntra ry, 
th e w ater rushed into th e boiler. 
As 
a result of th is and several o th e r t*x- 
peri men t s, a boiler feeder was desig n­ 
ed and 
p atented, and w orked w ith 
to lerab le success. 
It w as found, how ­ 
ever. th a t it w as no t c rta in in its 
actio n, and th e injector com ing into 
hig h favo r a t th e tim e, th e invento r 
sp ent no m ore m oney on 
his ing en­ 
ious idea. 
T he inrush of w ater was 
due to th e fact th a t th e steam con­ 
densed in the long pipe of the funnel, 
and w ater-ham m er ac tio n then drove 
th e w ater into th e b o ile r. 
P ractically 
ju st below th e c o ld w ater th ere w as a 
vacuum into which th e w ater w as driv­ 
en by its own weig ht and pressure of 
th e air.

T h at m ay 
bedoiibtful, but it is certain th a t to 
a hint from an insect was due the in­ 
vention of a machine instrum ental in 
ni'compfishiug one of th*- m ost stu- 
pendotis works of modern ti mea—the 
excavation of the Tham es tunnel. 
Mark isam bard Brunel, the great en­ 
gineer, was standing one day, about 
three quarters of a century ago, in a 
shipyard, watching the m ovem ents of 
an anim al known a* the Teredo Nav­ 
al 8— in English, the naval wood-worm 
—when a brilliant thought suddenly 
occurred to him. 
He saw th a t this 
creature borrel its way into the piece 
of wood upon which it was operating 
by means of a very extraordinary 
mechanical app aratu s. 
flocking at 
the anim al attentively through a mi- 
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pound riipities were m ane and fitted 
into stcahiers in H olland. The draw ­ 
ings of these engines nave recently been 
reproduce*! in England. 


A C u rio u s E x p erim en t. 
Several years ago a curious experi­ 
m ent was tried by an engineer. 
He 
took a large funnel fitted w ith a stop 
cock, and screwed the pipe 
into the 
to p of a boiler containing steam of 
about forty pounds pressure. 
He 
then filled up the funnel with cold wa­ 
ter and opened the 
stop cock. 
It 
would naturally nave been predicted 
th a t the steam would have blown all 
the w ater out of the funnel. 
It did 
nothing of the kind. On the contrary, 
the w ater rushed into the boiler. 
As 
a result of this and several other ex­ 
perim ents, a boiler feeder was design­ 
ed and patented, and worked with 
tolerable success. 
It was found, how­ 
ever, th a t it was not certain in its 
action, and the injector coining into 
high favor a t the time, the inventor 
spent no m ore money on 
his ingen­ 
ious idea. The inrush of w ater was 
due to the fact th a t the steam con­ 
densed in the long pipe of the funnel, 
and w ater-ham m er action then drove 
the w ater into the boiler. 
Practically 
just below the cold w ater there was a 
vacuum into which the w ater was driv­ 
en by its own weight and pressure of 
the air. 


N e w C y c le W h eels. 


A New castle inventor has m ade a 
new departure iii the field of cycling 
inventions. 
He has applied for a 
patent to construct cycle wheels with­ 
out spokes. 
In place of the ordinary 
spoke* he uses two discs 
of equal 
diam eter, m ade of very thin sheet 
steel. The peripheries ot these discs 
are fastened by rivets to the rim, and 
through holes in the centre of both 
discs the axle passes. The discs are I 
draw n drum tight by m eans of “ la t­ 
eral” 
tension. 
The inventor says 
these discs will he m ade of steel so 
thin th a t there will be no increase of 
weight over spoke wheels, and th a t 
the enorm ous tension which will be 
obtained in every p a rt of the wheel 
will render it simply impossible for 
the wheel to he* oine untrue. The ad ­ 
vantage's claimed for tho invention 
are th a t it will reduce atm ospheric re­ 
sistance to a minimum, a wheel so 
constructe*l cutting the air like a 
knife; and, while the rider will obtain 
a wheel as light as a ?qx)ke wheel, he 
will possess in addition one having 
enorm ous tensile strength and the 
( rigidity of a rock.—C ourt Journal.

M ech a n ica l E v o lu tio n . 
The term evolution is now adays 
employed to denote a slow, progres­ 
sive unfolding

ment. This evolution is not an ideal 
m atter. On the contrary, it is a 
business one th a t m ust be taken in­

ment of any im portance conies down 
so a stan d ard of “com m on practice” 
through a course of evolution. 
At the present tim e we are busy 
with steam expansion, double, triple 
and quadruple engines with high boil­ 
er pressure. 
If one looks back for 
half a century, the evolution of this 
m atter assum es a tolerably’ regular 
sequence, not so much of discovery as 
adaption. It is a quarter ofa century 
since Perkins began his experim ents 
1 ith high-pressure steam . Wolf, much 
farther back, introduced the second 
cylinder.

No one can witness Lewis Morri- 
•>on’s Mephisto without concluding 
bat. at least in this part, be is a great 
actor 
He breaths the very soul of 
the part. 
As the fiend incarnate, he 
is no ordinary stage villian. 
As 
Mephisto is the prince of villians, so 
is Morrison the prince of stage vil­ 
lians. In form and feature he is fitted 
for tho part. As a reader he is an 
artist. 
His voice is pleasant and ex­ 
quisitely attuned to express the varied 
emotions necessary to a clear rendi­ 
tion of tho Dart—for Mephisto has 
emotions. 
His face is singularly ex­ 
pressive. 
His every gesture is as 
graceful as a woman’s, and it tells a 
story. 
His appreciation of the spirit 
of tho lines is that of the close 
student. The harmonious b’ending 
(if all tiles** attributes it is that makes' 
the great actor. 
Hence Morrison’s 
claim to greatness. 
I ho unfolding of his powers begins 
in Faust’s cell. 
“I know a maiden

the way he says it! 
The mere words 
convey little.

G OH R EN ’S TRIAL. 


S e n s a t i o n a l E v id e n c e G iv e n b y a F e llo w 
I’r l a o o e r . 


F e r u i s F a l l s . Minn., Special Telegram, 
May 21.—The Goheen m urder trial begun 
la*-t night continued all day to-day. 
The 
ca»e for the state is not yet finished. 
The 
num ber o f witnesses already exam ined ii 
upw ard of a score, and ten or fifteen are 
yet to testify, 
it is iikely th at the case will 
go to the ju ry to-m orrow night; certainly 
not later th an Thursday. 
The case for the state was opened by proof 
of the crim e from the coroner am i other 
officials. Gottecu’s connection w ith it was 
sought to be established by a num ber of 
witnesses. 
One saw him running tow ard 
Rosa B ray’s room the night of the m urder, 
ami described his clothing. 
A nother testi­ 
fied th at Miss Bray left her house at 7 
o’clock to meet a party, bv which word 
they alw ays referred to Goheen. 
Others 
saw two persons together an hour or so 
later, who resem bled Goheen and Miss 
Bray near the spot where the body was 
found. 
Others heard shot3 fired, and soon 
alter saw a matt running in appearance 
m uch like the pri*o»er. 
None of these identified Goheen jositive- 
ly as the man, but described bis clothing 
ami appearance, which tallied exactly with 
that ol Goheen lum seii as seen on the latal 
night. 
Others from the east side of the 
county testified to Gobeen’s appearance 
there three or four days after the dale of the 
m urder, and th at be was restless and un­ 
easy. 
A t one place he inquired for a cur­ 
rent copy of the Fergus Falls jo u rn al, and. 
alter reading an account ot the finding of 
the woman frozen to death, he heaved a 
great sigh and went away w ithout locking 
at anything else in the pa;*er. 
A sensational piece of evidence was th at 
of one bow uiasier, a form er fellow convict 
o f Goheen in the Stillw ater penitentiary, 
who testified to a conversation w ith Go­ 
heen in jail since the m urder, in which 
Goheen said th at he was out w alking w ith 
the girl one night and they were caught in 
a 
com prom ising situation. 
Bow m aster 
said: 
“ They can’t do anything to you for 
that." 
“ Yes," said Goheen, “ but th e girl 
was killed the sam e night." 
W hen BoW- 
luaster gave tins evidence Goheen, who bad 
been quiet and impassive since the begin- 
ning o f the trial, jum ped up in groat agita­ 
tion, and. suakiiig bin flat ui U ow uiastcrs 
direction, shouted out lunously: "Y’ou nre 
a lying cur, lkiw master.'* 
Bo win aster also 
testified that he asked Goheen it he killed 
the girl ami Oolieeti looked around to see if 
the jailer was looking, and then said noth­ 
ing but winked ins eye. 
1 be officer who arrested Goheen also gave 
dam aging testim ony in regard to cartridges 
w hich Goheen tried to hide when searched, 
w hich were the sam e caliber as those found 
in the g irl’s body.

A Summary of tho Important Events 
of the Week in the Northwestern 
States.

Not 
a blade of grass nor a leaf was between 
us.

The author of “Oysters, 
and All About Them” gives some ex­ 
amines th a t nearly m atch the giant 
clams and abalones of the California 
cpast. 
Pliny mentions th a t, according to 
the historians of Alexander’s exjiedi- 
dition, oysters afoot in diam eter were 
found in the Indian Seas, and Sir 
Jam es E. Tennent was unexpectedly 
enabled to corroborate the correctness 
of this statem ent, for at K ottier, near 
Trincomalee, enormous specimens of 
edible oysters were brought to the 
rest house. One measured more than 
eleven inches in length by half as many 
in width. 
But this extraordinary measure­ 
ment is beaten by the oysters of P ort 
Lincoln in .South Australia, which are 
the largest edible ones in the world. 
They are as large as a dinner-plate, 
and of much the same shajie. They 
are sometimes more than a foot 
across the shell, and the oyster fits 
his habitation so well th at he does 
not leave inuch'margin.

It is a curious fact in connection 
with the Russian army th a t while it 
has often met defeat, it has never 
been routed; though beaten and driven 
from the field, it has never become a 
panic-stricken mob. This coherence 
in defeat is attributable to its splen­ 
did discipline and rigid obedience to 
orders, which are param ount to all 
other considerations. 
A Russian foree was moving to the 
attack of a jiosition th a t was impreg­ 
nable. A sujierior officer asked the 
commander where hewas going. 
“To attack the position in front,” 
he replied. 
“ But it is folly—m adness.” 
“ I know it, but I have my orders/' 
“Oh, you have orders; move on 
then,” the officer coolly said. 
This incident tukes a good deal of 
what has always been regarded as ex­ 
aggeration out of the story th a t is 
told of a Russian army surgeon on his 
professional round. On entering the 
ward the officer in charge gives the 
command “A ttention!” when each in­ 
m ate a t once takes the position of a 
soldier.

T i p s t o In v e n t o r s . 
There are many sm art men running 
after perpetual motion, and such like 
impossible and useless things, who 
have brains enough to produce, if set 
to work on alm ost any practical pro­ 
blem, whatever is called for. The 
faculty of invention is a great one. 
It 
is as much a faculty as an ear for 
music or 
eye for painting and sculp­ 
ture. There are hundreds of lines in 
w hich those w ho have the heaven-born 
inventivegift , might by a hint be made 
to sta rt after some certain thing th at 
the world really needs,would believe in 
when show n and would be w illing to jiay 
for when it was in practical working 
shape. For such men—ami among our 
readers we doubt not th a t there are 
many hundredsat least—the following 
paragraphs have been prepared; and 
they will also serve to call the atten ­ 
tion of specialists, who are not pro­ 
fessional and inveterate inventors, to 
do the desirability of working in these 
lines. 
There is a need of a device by which 
a train can lie stopped a t any point in 
its run from any station of a line. 
This is need ed not only in the case of 
“ wild” engines whieh have escaped 
control, but for trains which have 
gone past 
a signal, or have 
not 
heeded it, or are not within signaling 
range. 
There is a chance for practical in­ 
ventors to change the whole idea of 
rail way-train 
braking. 
The 
brake 
should be ajiplied to the rail, and not 
to the wheels of the train. Brakes aj>- 
j»lied to the wheel simply permit the 
train to skid, and cause flat places on 
the wheels. Brakes applied to the rails 
would ease uj) the momentum of the 
train in friction between it and some­ 
thing not within itself. 
The whole a rt of making castings 
under pressure needs to be learned. 
It is but in its infancy. There is requir­ 
ed a casting machine which will do in 
iron and brass wlmt the type-casting 
does in type metal. 
Half-tone printing needs the in­ 
ventors aid. As it is now, ordinary 
presses for jirinting from type forms 
must have engraved blocks, the print­ 
ing surfaces of which are either tyj>e 
high or below th at, and j»rint from 
only tliose portions which are type 
high, losing the half-tone effect. 
Gar starters for the street railway 
lines have not ln*en given enough a t­ 
tention. There must be something 
which will store up enough power 
when the car is in motion to sta rt it 
easily when fully loaded, after it has 
been brought to rest. 
It ran be still 
further developed so as to store uji 
while on down grades a certain amount 
of power, and give it out again on the 
up grades in aid of the horses. There 
will be money in it. 
The storage battery or secondary 
battery is far too heavy, complicated, 
costly and liable to deterioration; 
and gives off fumes which do no* com­ 
mend it to proper approval.

The m anufacturers of bicycles seem 
to have got what is wanted, hut in 
larger sizes the field is yet oj>en. 


An E n g in e e r L e a r n s F r o m an I n s e c t. 
It has lxrtm said th a t the operations 
of the spider suggested the arts of spin­ 
ning and weaving to men. 
T hat may 
be doubtful, but it is certain th a t to 
a hint from an insect was due the in­ 
vention of a machine instrum ental in 
accomplishing one of the m ost stu- 
pendous works of modern times—the 
excavation of the Thames tunnel. 
Mark isam bard Brunei, the great en­ 
gineer, was standing one day, about 
three quarters of a century ago, in a 
shipyard, watching the movements of 
an animal known as the Teredo Nav- 
als— in English, the naval wood-worm 
—when a brilliant thought suddenly 
occurn-d to him. 
He saw th at this 
creature bored its way into the piece 
of wood upon which it was operating 
by means of a very extraordinary 
mechanical apparatus. 
I»oking at 
the animal attentively through a mi­ 
cro-cope. he found th at is w as covered 
in front with a jiair of valvular shells; 
that, with its loot as a purchase, it 
communicated a rotary m otion a nd a 
forward impulse to the valves, which, 
acting upon the wood like a gimlet, 
penetrated its substance;and that, as 
the particles of wood were loosened, 
they passed through a fissure in the 
foot, and thence through the body of 
the borer to its mouth, where they 
were expelled. 
"Here, ” said Brunei to 
himself, “ is the sort ot thing 1 want. 
Gan 1 produce it in an artificial form?” 
He forthwith set to work, and the 
final result of his labors, after many 
failures, was the famous boring shield 
with which the Thames tunnel was ex­ 
cavated. This story was told by 
Brunei himself, and there is no reason 
to doubt its tru th .—New York ledger.

A C u r io u s E x p e r i m e n t . 
Several years ago a curious experi­ 
ment was tried by an engineer. He 
took a large funnel fitted with a stoj> 
cock, and screwed the pijK* into the 
top of a boiler containing steam of 
about forty pounds pressure. 
He 
then filled up the funnel with cold wa­ 
ter and oj^ened the 
stop cock. 
It 
would naturally nave been predicted 
th a t the steam would have blown all 
the water out of the funnel. 
It did 
nothing of the kind. On the contrary, 
the water rushed into the boiler. 
As 
a result of this and several other ex- 
periments, a boiler feeder was design­ 
ed and patented, and worked with 
tolerable success. 
It was found, how­ 
ever, th a t it was not c rtain in its 
action, and the injector coming into 
high favor a t the time, the inventor 
spent no more money on his ingen­ 
ious idea. The inrush of water was 
due to the fact th a t the steam con­ 
densed in the long pipe of the funnel, 
and water-hammer action then drove 
the water into tbeboiler. 
Practically 
just below thecold water there was a 
vacuum into which the water was driv­ 
en by its own weight and pressure of 
the air. 


N e w C y c l e W heels . 
A New castle inventor has made a 
new departure in the field of cycling 
inventions. 
He has applied for a 
patent to construct cycle wheels with­ 
out spokes. 
In place of the ordinary 
sjiokes he uses two discs 
of equal 
diameter, made of very thin sheet 
steel. The peripheries ot these discs 
are fastened by rivets to the rim, and 
through holes in the centre of both 
discs the axle passes. The discs are 
drawn drum tight by means of “la t­ 
eral” tension. 
The inventor says 
these discs will be made of steel so 
thin th a t there will be no increase of 
weight over sjxike wheels, and th at 
the enormous tension which will be 
obtained in every part of the wheel 
will render it simply impossible for 
the wheel to become untrue. ’Hie ad­ 
vantages claimed for the invention 
are th at it will reduce atmospheric re­ 
sistance to a minimum, a wheel so 
constructed cutting the air like a 
knife; and, while the rider will obtain 
a wheel as light as a sjsjke wheel, he 
will possess in addition one having 
enormous tensile strength and the 
rigidity of a rock.—Court Journal.

Shells, as \vej>opularly call them, are 
grouped bry naturalists under the head 
of mollusks, and in the scale of life 
they represent the sixth great branch 
of the animal kingdom, following the

The branch 
is divided into classes. F irst we have 
the 
shells 
with two 
valves, 
as 
the oyster, which is a Lamellibranch, a 
long word referring to the folds in the 
animal. 
Home of these have

shelled 
mollusks, 
or 
gastcrojiods, so called 
because they 
are bully footed. 
Then th ere ure th e 
shell-less forms, the air 
breathing 
mollusks, as snails, and finally th e

or cephalopods, or

footed, all of which have their 
culiarities, and are well worth sjiecial 
study if the reader is interested in 
shells. 
The oysters are th e lowest 
forms of the group, the humblest, yet 
th e most valuable.

The low- 
melting point of the aluminium also 
gives rise to difficulties. 
Aluminium 
has not only a strong affinity for 
oxygen and other a*id radicles, but 
the metal itself absorbs siliccon with 
avidity. No doubt it thus attacks 
the glass, and forms a skin of silicate 
of alumina, while the metal itself ab- 
soibs the silicon. We are therefore, 
a 
little sceptical as to the use of 
aluminium for leading wires.—Indus­ 
tries.

They are 
ot bombastic; they seem not to be 
At*ight\. yet there is a wealth of fine, 
•ubtie knowledge of human nature all 
hrough hem. showing the universal 
grasp of ihe true genius. 
The 
lrHinatization need by Mr. Morrison 
is that of Bayle Bernard. 
It closely 
follows Goethe's original work. 
No one can witness Lewis Morri- 
'On's Mephisto without concluding 
hat. at least in this part, he is a great 
actor 
He breaths the very soul of 
the part. 
As the fiend incarnate, he 
is no ordinary stage villian. 
As 
Mephisto is the prince of villians, so 
is Morrisou the prince of stage vil- 
lians. In form and feature he is fitted 
for the part. 
As a reader he is an 
artist. 
His voice is pleasant and ex­ 
quisitely attuned to express the varied 
emotions necessary to a clear rendi­ 
tion of the part—for Mephisto has 
emotions. 
His face is singularly ex­ 
pressive. 
His every gesture is as 
graceful as a woman’s, and it tells a 
story. 
His appreciation of the spirit 
of the lines is that of the close 
student. 
The harmonious b ending 
of all these attributes it is that makes 
the great actor. 
Hence Morrison’s 
claim to greatness. 
the unfolding of his powers begins 
in Faust’s cell. 
“I know a niaideu— 
a pure and lovely girl,'’ he says. And 
the way he says it! 
The mere words 
convey little. 
The tone, the inflec­ 
tion, the gesture, the glance of the eye 
—all these make it a promise and such 
a promise as no words could convey. 
It would almost be a pleasure to be 
drawn into sin iu such a manner. 
At 
the end of the first act, after Faust 
sees Marguerite and swallows the 
bait, he gloats over his prize. 
And 
again, at the end of the second act, 
when Valentine is dead, he exults 
again. 
The portrayal is simply devil- 
ish 
In the second act, in the scene with 
Martha, he assumes a different guise 
—the flatterer, the mild deceiver. 
And it is rare comedy. 
For Mephisto 
is not always a fiend. 
At times he is 
a jolly good fellow, ready to game or 
to make love to a woman. 
Morrison 
is always this Mephisto. 
Miss Florence Roberts’ work as Mar­ 
guerite, was the work of an artist, 
biie never forgot that Marguerite was 
a simple peasant girl and the best 
type of girlhood. 
How timidly, 
shrinkingly, yet joyfully does she 
permit Faust’s advance. 
How she at 
times repels him, prompted by maiden 
modesty, then grieves for it. 
When 
she is finally convinced by the little 
flower that Faust really loves her, how 
unreservedly she resigns herself to 
him! “I have already given you too 
much to deny you this,” she says, 
when Faust presses to be admitted to 
the house. 
All this is brought out 
clearly by Miss Roberta. 
The scenic and mechanical effects 
are excellent, with the exception of 
the Brocken scene, which might be 
improved. 
The incidental music, all 
from operatic masterpieces on “Faust” 
is excellent iu quality and well ren­ 
dered, especially the singing numbers.
